Tho object of an Institution for the 
Deaf and Dumb should be both add 
caijonul and Industrial. That Mr. 
Grreenberger ie "behind the times," it 
is very evident f i < >in tho following 
article in the Newburyportj Mas*, 

llrruhl of April L2tb, tin 1 subject, of 
which, wo think, applies tin well to tho 

tinito us tho speaking youth. 

"Industrial Education is attract- 
ing lively interest, in various parti of 
the country. There is a widespread 

feeling that tho higher schools do not 
furnish tho kind of cducttion which is 
needed to fit larger classes of youth 
for tho active duties of life. There is 
a great variety of studies, and in the 
opinion of ninny of the best informed 
it is too great, but the instruction 
given is fioni books, and on matters 
tending to mike scholars rather than 
mechanics, manufacturers, farmers, or 
intelligent business men. It is com 
plained that the high schools do not 
accomplish even ibis, but that, so 
many things are attempted, the ac- 
quirements) are superficial in all. This 
ha- been lately publicly stated of the 
Boston schools, as indicated in the 
examinations ; it is as certainly true ol 
many other high schools. Even if 
these schools produced good scholars 
thoy would not supply a more extend 
ed need. Only a limited number have 
tho taste and aptitude for scholarship, 
while the great majority in every conn- 
try must engage in industrial pursuits. 
Tho labor leagues and trades unions 
disoourage the employment of ap- 
prentices, and in many places and 
many trades, they succeed in limiting' 

the number r< ived. Thus, when a 

boy who is willing to work, grows up 
to the ago when ho should be put t<> 
lesrn a trade, thousands find every 
avenue closed, and in tho large cities 
especially there has sprung up within 
a few years the olais called "hood- 
lums." Satan finds some mischief still 
for idle hands to do, and it has always 
been remarked that idleness is a direct 
road to vice. The youth are no worse 
naturally than their industrious and 
sober fathers, lull, they are victims of a 
false system in our civilization. They 
become idlers and rowdies because no 
one will leach them skill in work, and 
no one will employ theru unless (hey 
possess some skill. A good deal is 
said about tho dignify and value of la- 
bor, but skill adds manifold both to tho 
dignity and tho value, and it cannot be 
acquired without the opportunity b> 

practice it Training to manual skill 
is at least as important a part, of chi 
cation as I raining the memory by the 
study of books, and tho public impor 
tance ol industrial education as a con 
servntivc influence, has been forced 
upon the attention of tho poeplo by 
the great number of youl h growing up 
in idleness, and almost inovitably be- 
ing trained in crime. In many places, 
industrial schools have been establish 
ed, and with good results. They have 

tly been attached to incorporated 

institutions, c r have been maintained 
by private munilioonec, but, there is si 
growing fooling in favor of making 
I hem a part of our public school sys- 
tem."

THE PLEASANT MANNER IN WHICH THE 
50TH BIRTHDAY OF MISS ROGERS, 
PRINCIPAL OF THE CLARKE INSTI- 
TUTION, WAS OBSERVED.

Some three weeks sinco the princi- 
pal of the institution scrupled not to 
inform her associate teachers that 
April 12th would bo her 50th birthday, 
and that she intended then to give the 
school a holiday. She sought their 
aid in demising ways and means to 
gladden the occasion, but strictly en- 
joined silence, that all arrangements 
might be to tho children a joyful sur- 
prise. These teachers, usually so loyal 
and dutiful, immediately proceeded to 
disobey the injunction, "so far as to 
tell every pupil in school what a me- 
morable epoch in the life of tho prin- 
cipal tho 12th of April would be. 
Forthwith all the little brains in tho 
institution were -put into vigorous 
molecular action to devise ways and 
means to give her a surprise, in bliss- 
ful ignorance that, she was preparing 
one for them. Mystification became 
tho order of tho day. Where all had 
previously been so open, frank and 
transparent, there was now somewhat 
that was covert and enigmatical. Miss 
Rogers propably suspected lurking 
mischief in tho camp. Tho children 
in tho primary department, under the 
guidance of choir teachers, would be 
preparing their little communications 
for the great occasion, and the princi 
pal would unexpectedly appear at the 
door, lnstanter every paper was 
smuggled out of sight, tho little ones 
assumed demure and guiltless faces 
which would have done credit to older 
crs, and the principal found 
both teacher and pupils ongrossed in 
tho regular school exericses, of the 
day. The teachers and pupils of the 
grammar department were equally 
zealous and equally sly. 

When the morning of the 12th came, 
Miss Rogers found on her breakfast- 
table a vase of calla lilies and a basket 
of beautiful flowers, while every pupil 
older or younger found on his or her 
plate an artistic, a la mode invitation 
card from the principal to a reception 
at Clarke hall from o.IJO to 8 p.m. 
This was a very mystical document to 
the youngest pupils as wasoxpected, 
and called for no little exegosis on the 
part of the teachers by way of explain- 
ing its significance, and the usages of 
polite society. It was thus the basis 
of a useful lesson linguistically and 
socially. After a day of varied amuse- 
ment, the pupils of tho grammar 
department in presence of teachers, 
fellow-pupils, and invitod guests, with 
befitting ceremonies, planted a me- 
morial tree in front of the Rogers' 
•house : a congenitally deaf girl, with 
much distinctness, making an appro- 
priate address to the principal. All 
Save the primary pupils then assembled 
in Clarke hall. The latter in three 
successive divisions soon entered ; each 
■ it headed by two pupils who 
presented the offerings and made 
I heir neat little speeches. The last of 
the divisions was headed by the tallest 
lad and shortest lass in the department. 
The lad presented Miss Rogers with a 
book containing the autographs of all 
tho primary pupils, with a specimen 
of what each could do in the way of 
penmanship and the use of our ver- 
nacular. The Lilliputian girl, true to 
her sox. was the bost talker, and got 
olT a choice little bit of oratory. Next, 
at the request of the teachers and by 
wa\ of prelude to their tribute, the 
president of the institution, Mr. Dud- 
toy spoks briefly as follows : — 

I «m douWy happy to-night in Ixiing allowed 
by the t weh w i of tnfa institution to join with 
(hem in paring ft tiihuto of ronpeot and affootion 
to their principal : ami in bsiag invited hv the 
principal to nharo In the amenities, Booialitioa 
in ooiiKintulntions of a very interesting oc- 
OMton Jnit fifty years ago to-dnv the principal 
of this institution mad* her first appearance in 
this loquacious world. IVuhtlens all were Ulk- 
iiiK around her, but ahe could neither articulate 
nor read (lie lips, she knew no more of the 
■Ig l l la ngyg a and loved it no better than she 
does to day. I suspect that she made aome 
signs of her own. preeminently " natural signa," 
by way of showing her like*' and dislikes, but 
theao were not the signs taught by tlirTVbbe de 
I l'.ive. She undoubtedly did have somewhat of 
the manual about her in 'the form of two little 
lists, but she could not shape their digit* into 
icters, a, b, c, and d. To her, "visible 
iipstlh " and audible apeech were equally un- 
known. What a change have liftv 
wrought! Who then could have predicted that 
tho babe in swaddling clothea wonld in half a 
century build Dp educationally, and b» at the 
head of an institution of it* kind second in 
character and reputation to none in this country, 
and to very few of the older institutions of the 
Old World. I know- the aversion of our princi- 
pal to parade and laudation. I know her 
abhorrence of everything which has oven the 
semblance of flattery. Rut surely, on an oc- 
casion like this, she will not deny iis the pleas- 
ure of j. mIm to the 'honest feelings 
of honest hearts. She must not deny us the 
plciiMU'o of expressing our appreciation of her 
self-sacriflcing devotion to duty ; her wise and 
skillful management, her kindly W<aring toward 
all, her self control and reticence under provoca- 
tion, her lavish generosity In which the left 
hand is not allowed to know what the right 
band docth, and her demonstration of the fact 
that omjoan have a Puritan character without 
the narrowness and repulsiveness of old Puritan 
j In the name of the corporators of 
this Institution, I congratulate her. In the 
name of all the unfortunates who have received 
her benefactions, from tin' small beginnings. at 
Chelmsford Up to the crowning of the climax 
liei-e and now. I think her. I fancy that some 
of the little ones are getting here to-night their 
notions of paradise. The aaaociatc 
teachers, faithful and hard-working co-laborers 
with the Principal, I lea\e to express their appre- 
ciation <if her. through their own representative, 
in a way more substantial than by speech or by 
signs. 

Then came the presentation bv the 
teachers of S large and beautiful en- 

§ raving, " The Return of the Mav- 
owcr." A neat and appropriate 
speech was made in their behalf by 
Katharine Fletcher; instructor 
of the graduating class. Soon after 
followed a sumptuous entertainment 
provided bv the principal for all the 
pupils, teachers and invited guests. 
There were present s few of the alum- 
ni of the institution, a sister of Miss 
s, and several of the Northamp- 
ton corporators with their families. 
Miss Rogers also received many pre- 
sents, sonic cosily and all boautifu], 
from graduates, patrons, and friends 
of the institution, with an equal num 
her of letters permeated with affection 



and gratitude. The occasion will 
long bo remembered by all the parti- 
cipants. The institution never before 
had so many pupils as now and was 
never more progressive.

"HEARTS AND HANDS.'

The third day's session of the Na- 
tional Academy of Soience at the Na- 
tional museum opened yesterday with 
a short paper from Prof. E- Loomis, in 
whose absence it was read by Secre- 
tary Hall, upon the "Reduction of 
Barometric Observations to Sea Level." 
It was followed by an able paper by 
Prof. E. M. Gallaudet, president of 
tho Columbia Institute for the Deaf and 
Dumb on "Somo Recent Results of 
the Oral and Aural Teaching of the 
Doaf under the Combined System." 

Dr. Gallaudet began by referring to 
the fact that the instruction of the 
deaf, even at its inception, about the 
year 1760, in France, Germany and 
Great Britain, was carried on under 
methods whioh differed greatly from 
each other. De l'Epee in France ad- 
vocated and practiced the manual me- 
thod, which makes great use of the 
language of gestures and discards 
speech ; while Heinicke in Germany 
and Braidwood in Scotland upheld the 
oial method, discarding signs and giv- 
ing speech the place of prominence. 

From those early days to the pre- 
sent time, there has continued a con- 
troversy between the oralists and the 
manuHlists as to the merits of the re- 
spective methods. 

In America, when the first school 
was established in 1817, the manual 
method was adopted and hold its place 
in the schools of this country to the 
exclusion of the oral method for half a 
century. In 1867, oral schools were 
established in Massachusetts and in 
New York. Early in that year the 
Directors of the Institution for deaf- 
mutes in Washington, sent Dr. Gal- 
laudet to Europe for the purpose of 
examining the methods pursued in the 
schools in that part of the world. Af- 
ter a careful study of some forty 
schools, during a period of six months. 
Dr. Gallaudet became convinced that 
a combined system which he found ex- 
isting in a number of places, conferred 
greater benefits on deaf-mutes than 
either the oral or the manual method 
used alone. 

On his return from Europe, Dr. 
Gallaudet strongly recommended the 
introduction of oral teaching into the 
existing deaf-mute schools, and he 
had the satisfaction of knowing that 
this suggestion had been acted on 
favorably in all parts of the country, 
with very gratifying results. 

Dr. Gallaudet stated that those who 
advocated the pure oral method were 
urging very earnestly the abandon- 
ment of signs in the education of the 
deaf, and were claiming that under the 
the combined method the oral instruc- 
tion of the deaf could not be carried 
forward successfully. He said that he 
would presently introduce to the ac- 
ademy one of the pupils of his instruc- 
tion in whioh the combined system was 
followed, that the members might 
judge for themselves whether the 
claims of the pure oralists were well 
founded or not But before making 
this exhibition, the doctor informed the 
academy that quite a new feature in 
the instruction of the deaf had lately 
been developed in the Nebraska Insti 
tution at Omaha, which was under the 
charge of Prof. J. A. Gillespie. It 
had been found that some fifteen per 
cent, of the children in this institution 
possessed more or less hearing. By 
means of the audi phone and other 
appliances, Prof. Gillespie hail succeed- 
ed in developing the bearing power of 
these pupils in a most gratifying man- 
ner, and he urged teachers of the deaf 
in all parts of the world to labor in 
this direction, with the assurance that 
under this aural method a large per- 
centage of the so-called " deaf and 
dumb " might be taken entirely out of 
that class, and become in no respect 
different from persons wboso hearing 
had been impaired. 

Dr. Gallaudet then called to the plat- 
form one of his pupils, a resident of 
Washington, John O'Rourke by name, 
a boy seventeen years of age, who was 
now in the sixth year of oral instruc- 
tion. This boy, the speaker said, was 
entirely dumb when his oral teaching 
began in the autumn of 1878. Dr. Gal- 
laudet did not use a sign in communi- 
cating with his pupil, and resorted but 
once to the manual alphabet to correct 
a mispronunciation on the part of the 
boy. Many questions were asked and 
answered, the pupil reading from Dr. 
Gallaudet' s lips with ease and making 
his replies with a distinctness that caus- 
ed them to bo understood by all present. 
Young O'Rourke read three stansas 
from Longfellow's " Psalm of Life," 
in a manner that elicited boarty ap- 
plause. 

At this point Dr. Gallaudet stated 
that Master O'Rourke might, be taken 
as an illustration of the aural method. 
as well as of the oral, for within the 
past eighteen months it had been dis 
covered that he possessed hearing in a 
sufficient degree to admit of cultivation. 
This limited power was being develop- 
ed by bis faithful teacher. Miss Mary 
Gordon, who was entitled to the credit 
of his progress in speech. 

The audience manifested the most 
lively satisfaction with all that Dr. 
Gallaudet had presented to the ac 
ademv. and one lady present, Mrs. 
Caroline H. Pall, of Georgetown, who 
has visited many oral schools, declared 
that Master O'Rourke s pronuni 
was superior to any she ha 
beard from one who had onoe been 
dumb.

more Day of Saturday, April 12th : 

"Truly may it be said that hero "the 
eyes of the blind are opened," and wo 
might almost add, "the cars of tho 
deaf unstopped,'' for the most inb 
ing case in a ondoubt 

edly ti rancis Leo Smith, a deaf, 

dumb and blind youth. Ho is ft little 
over 19 years of age, and has \» 
the institution for about eight years. 
He was born in this city, and seemed 
perfectly well and capable of using all 
his senses until he was 4 years old, 
when he was deprived of sight, and a 
little later of hearing. Deprived of 
hearing his voice, he soon forgot his 
Speech, lie is now learning to speak 
by placing his fingers at each side of 
bis teacher's throat to feel the move- 
ment of the vocal chords, and imilat, 
ing the movement felt, he utters 
words and sounds. He converses free- 
ly and rapidly with his teachers by 
means of the manual alphabet used by 
deaf mutes ; feeling with his left hand 
what is said to him and answering with 
the fingers of his right On entoiing 
the history class he was seen sitting at 
■ desk, allowing the fingers of his left 
hand to glide rapidly along the lines 
of a large volume printed in raised 
letters, while his right hand spelled 
the words bo read for the benefit of 
all understanding his t-igrin. It is 
thus he always reads, while different 
emotions swiftly flit across his face as 
tlii' sense of what he reads dawns upon 
bim. He writes very plainly in largo 
square lettets, keeping his words in a 
Straight line by a slight groove he 
makes into the paper. As he writes, 
tho fingers of his left hand closely fol- 
low the movements of his right, as 
though to feel if their motions be cor 
rect. But every feature of his face 
wili show the interest he takes in at- 
tempting to answer any questions in 
geography or history, the former of 
which he studies by mentis of large 'lis 
seeled maps. He will readily pick out 
any State of tho United States, or conn 
try of Europe, by feeling its shape and 
size. The import, cities ho recognizes 
by tho position of the point represent 
ing them. Ho will rapidly pass his 
fingers along tho groove indicating the 
rivers or the broad cuts that mark the 
lakes or seas. As his fingers ]>:> 
up the Mississippi river and then wen* 
io the Missouri, be laughingly said 

'•Now wo will branch off up the Mis 
souri." Ho is wonderfully bright and 
intelligent and has an exqnisilo St 
of touch: bis face expresses every pass- 
ing shade ol emotion very keenly. The 
other day bo asked the superintendent 

to change a dollar for him, and when 
tbe latter, to try him, gave him three 
quarters and a five cent piece, he quiet, 
ly slipped the money into his pocket, 
but an expression pa s s ed over his face 
which said plainer than words, "I did 
not believe you would do anything 
like tl. I the directors of 

•litutioii walked up to him the 
other day, and gave him his right 
hand ; tho boy showed no si«n of re 
cognition, but the instant, Mr. New-
